DEFEAT FACES GERMANY. 


er there ig no doubt that total de- 
feat stares Germany in the face. The 
losses of the Allies are being much 
more thar made good by the accre- 
tions in strength from America. Day 
by day the numbers of American 
are increasing and the consequent 
disparity in numbers continues io 
grow.

PROHIBITION WILL CUT 
STATE’S WINE VINTAGE. 


(BY P. RIGHT WIRE.) 

SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 31.—Two- 
thirds reduction in the 1918 vintage 
of California sweet wines was pre- 
dicted today by officials of the Call- 
fornia Wine Growers’ Association, 
in view of the possible enactment of 
the war-time prohibition measure. 

Last year’s production was 14, 
000,000 gallons, and 5,000,000 was 
fixed as the probable maximum for 
the coming autumn, despite the 
fact that the crop of sweet wine 
grapes is one of the best in the his- 
tory of the State, according to ex- 


perts. 

A decided increase in the output 
of dry wines, however, is forecast, 
a maximum of 40,000,000 gallons 
being possible, it was declared. 
This increase was explained on the 
theory that foreign-born residents 
of the East, particularly, who are 
the largest users of these bever- 
age, are planning to lay in large 
supplies against the “drought” 
scheduled for July next. This in- 
crease will not 
wine production, 

Revenue officials predicted a 
great falling off in the Federal in- 
come for this district as a conse- 
quence of the curtailment of wine 
manufacture. Last year the reve- 
nue collected from wines and 
brandy used for fortifying pur- 
poses, amounted to $6,740,000, of 
which $3,400,000 was collected from 
sweet wines, 72.240,00 from dry 
wines and $1,100,000 from brandy.

CAMP LEWIS (Tacoma) Aug. 31. 
Influenza is decreasing among men 
stationed here, according to the 
weekly camp health report of Maj. 
I. L. McGlasson, camp sanitary in- 
spector, issued today. This week 
there were twenty-five cases among 
29,372 men against thirty cases last 
week. 

The report shows twenty-three 
cases of pneumonia, twenty-one 
bronchial and two lobar. The ap- 
parent increase of pneumonia is 
due to delay in reports of the dis- 
ease being made, ome cases in 
this report already being of men al- 
ready returned to duty. With but 
there exceptions the pneumonta 
cases developed among men just ar- 
rived here. 

Six cases of measles and one of 
German measles were reported. 
There were nine cases of mumps and 
one of chicken pox. There were no 
cases of scarlet fever, malaria, 
meningitis or diphtheria. 

Selective draft men numbering

WITH THE BRITISH FORCES 
IN FRANCE, Aug. 31.—British suc- 
cesses on the Lys salient sector of 
the battle front have caused the 
Germans to start a retreat from the 
neighborhood of Kemmel to oppo- 
site Bethune. The withdrawal is 
progressing rapidly. 

Advances have been made here 
and there by British forces along the 
battle front, but they have been 
slight. 

The enemy delivered vicious c@un- 
ter-attacks with powerful forces 
south of the Arras-Cambral road. 
As the result of one of these counter- 
blows the British withdrew to the 
edge of Riencourt-les-Cagnicourt. 

The Germans also are in some 
strength south of the railway below 
Bullecourt and they tow are being 
attacked by the British. The out- 
skirts of Ecoust-St. Mein, from 
where the British also retired late 
yesterday, again are being attacked. 


WITH THE BRITISH FORCES 
IN FRANCE, Aug. 31 (noon.)—Field 
Marshal Haig’s men today are at- 
tacking near Marrienes Wood be- 
tween Bapaume and the River 
Somme, which position is strongly 
held by the enemy. 

On both sides of the River Scarpe, 
on the Arras front, there have been 
heavy enemy counter-attacks, deliv- 
ered apparently by fresh troops.

The “Hereafter” A ppealing

AMERICAN FRONT.—This war 
has accomplished something which 
was beyond the power of the preach- 
ers, to wit, eroused young America 
to a deep and abiding interest in 
religion.

SIMPLE, BUT FERVENT. 

But his is a very simple faith. It 
can be completely covered by the 
sermon on the mount. He has nei- 
ther time nor desire for nonessen- 
tials. Whether a man should be 
sprinkled or entirely submerged in 
order to be saved does not concern 
him. Frequently there is not time 
for either of these ceremonies be- 
fore he goes over the top. Often 
his enly baptism is one of fire. 
Theclogy and rituals are Greek to 
him. All he wants is.a few words 
making it clear that a man who 
lives nprightly, does his duty and of- 
fers his life for the protection of the 
weak is going to have an even 


very broad, ea very simple and a very 
appealing religion-——one that the 
humbiest can grasp. And after this 
war it probably will be the religicn 
of the world, 

“Nearly all the men in the armed 
service of the United States are 
eager to talk about religicn,” said 
an American chaplain, who has been 
with them since the first contingent 
arrived in France. “They like to be 
entertained, but down in their hearts 
they crave the vital things of life 
and eternity.

nomination in the Montana 
primaries for United States Senator. 

Both have been outcasts without 
a party and the war record of both 
is such as to make a loyal Amerl- 
ean blush, Randall has voted 
egainst war and against the 
draft and 
his constituents as to his real 
record in the House. He came as 
a Republican and deteriorated into 

a political mongrel sitting and vot- 
* with the Democrats and classify- 
ing himself as a Prohibitionist. 

In the latter guise he worked 
overtime and the Democrats would 
rather lose the seat from Californie 
than spend a nickel or raise a hand 
to save him. He was self-invited 
to the Democratic side and it ir 
hard to tell which side is most 
pleased with the information that 
Randall's war record has given him 
his just deserts.

These questions are naturally up- 
permost in the mind of the reader of 
the dally war dispatches. 

There are only half a dozen men 
in the world, of course, who really 
know the answers; possibly less than 
number. Nevertheless, it is pos- 
gible t0 make a few adventures into 
the land of conjecture. 

n goes without saying that Mar- 
‘gal Foch has in mind a plan for 
the invasion of Germany. 

Tt also goes without saying that 
thie plan must include a thrust 
through Alsace-Lorraine and an- 
other thrust to be made at the same 
time from the English Channel in 
through Belgium, striking the flank 
and rear of the German army, 
whose Une of advance into France 
i Tike the stalk of a tall plant 
whose roots are on the Rhine and 
whose top is blown by the wind to 
the south and west into nce.

For the present, however, it is 
extremely probable that the Allies 
are proceeding upon a fierce cam- 
paign, the events of which depend 
more upon what the Germans do 
next than upon what the Allies plan 
to do. 

In other words, I imagine that the 
Allied plan is not very much more 
than to keep swatting the Germans 
at so furious a lick that the Huns 
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cannot recover and make a stand. 


to prevent effective rear-guard ac- 
tions being fought by the Germans. 
By driving in the rear guards upon 
the main body the escape of the 
German artillery is made difficult 
and the problem of feeding the Ger- 
— retreat is enormously compli- 


cated. 

This retreat cannot be read in 
terms of battles of the past.

great fight. Iff however, the Allies 
press in upon them with such vio- 
lence that the organizations are bro- 
ken up and supply arrangements 
thrown into confusion, it will be in- 
evitable that the fighting power of 
the Huns will drop matertally. 
The effort of the day and the min- 
ute on the part of the Allies is to 
wrest from the Germans certain im- 
portant ridges and railroad centers. 
Mont Kemmel has already fallen to 
the British: the great hil] lands a 
Flanders south of Ypres will prob- 
ably fall soon. 

In the south the French are out- 
flanking Chemin des Dames. 

The possession of these points by 
the Allies will give to Gen. Foch 
important bases of operation from 
which to continue his flanking op- 
eratiens against the invading army. 
Although it is certain that the 
Germans could not stop the retreat 
if they wanted to, it Is clear that the 
Germans have resigned themselves 
to a retirement to a position near 
the border of Belgium where their 
flanks will not be in so much dan- 
ger. 

THE HINDENBURG LINE.

One baby was burned to death 

d another was saved from a im- 
‘Har fate in a fire last night at No. 
196@ South Los Angeles street. The 
dead child is Edith Loretta McWil- 
liams, 11 mcnths old, the daughter 
of Mr. and Mrs. Bert McWilliams. 

The fire started in the family 
home, when John, the oldest of sev- 
en children in the McWilliams fam- 
ily, attempted to pour gasoline into 
the reservoir of a lighted gasoline 
stove. The flames from the burners 
leaped to the reservcir and ca 
an explosion, which spread to the 
entire building, burning it to the 
ground, 

Mrs. McWilliams, who was in the 
front room, heard the explosion and 
saw her son rush in, badly burned. 
Immediately she called to her six 
other children, who were in the 
house, and assembled four of them 
in the street while her home burned 
down. 

SEARCH BURNING HOUSE. 

When the fire and police depart- 
ment units arrived, Mrs. McWilliams 
discovered that her youngest child, 
Edith, and another baby, Bertie 
Myrtle, 8 years old, could not be 
found. Patrolmen, Jack Phillips 
and A. C. Spinner, acccmpanied by 
Battalion Fire Chief Andrews and 
Detective Corporal Walter Krug, 
searched the burning house, while 
the nozzles played on the building. 

In a corner of the kitchen Detec- 
tive Krug and Chief Andrews dis- 
covered the charred body of little 
Edith. Officers Phillips and Spin- 
ner, in another room, found little 
Bertie under a table, where she had 
crawled tc. escape the heat. The of- 
ficers rushed her to the Receiving 
Hospital, where her injuries were 
found to consist of severe burns on 
the legs. She will live. 

Mrs. McWilliams, when she heard 
of the death of her baby. collapsed, 
and because of her condition fears 
are entertained for her. The father, 
Bert McWilliams, was at work at a 
cannery when the tragedy cccurred. 

GAS WAS SHUT OFF. 

According to the police, the father 
is hard to support so large 
a family, and, being unable to pay 
his gas bill, the gas was shut off. 
The family bought the stove that 
caused the tragedy last Friday.

At that time, the Quakers in 
America felt that, though they had 
been forwarding funds to the Eng- 
lish work, it was now incumbent up- 
on them to take an active part in it 
themselves. About 250 Americans, 
chiefly men, but with a number of 
skilled women as social and medical 
workers, are at present in France 
engaged upon the relief of the civil 
‘population and of the refugees. 
WITH THE RED CROSS. 


The American werkers, though 
connected in their work with the 
English Quakers, nevertheless are 
intimately associated with the Amer- 
fean Red Cross, which has made gen- 
erous contributions to the work, 
which it found well established up- 
on ita arrival on the field. 

About two years and a half ago, a 
small unit of English Quakers pro- 
ceeded through t hardships to 
the province of ra, where they 
tackled the dreadful conditions 
among the refugees from Western 
Russia. 


The Lendon Times correspondent 
estimates that there are scattered 
through the Russian empire about 
13,000,000 people who fled from the 
western provinces of Russia at the 
time of the great German advance. 
In the province cf Samara, the dis- 
trict of Buzuluk was selected as the 
particular field of the Quaker work. 
This district has an area about the 
‘Size of Belgium. Of its present popu- 
lation of 100,000, more than 20,000 
are refugees, stationed there, 1500 
milés from their devastated homes. 

There are about 20,000 Quakers in 
the British Isles and abcut 100,000 
in the United States. A very large 
amount of money for such a smal! 
denomination has been subscribed to 
this work, and there are about 500 
workers now engaged France, 
Russia, Holland and at certain ports 
in the Mediterranean, where similar 
work is being undertaken for refu- 
gees from the Balkan territory. 

QUAKERS IN CALIFORNIA. 

In California, almost every month- 
ly meeting or local meeting of the 
Friends has its special committee on 
this relief work, with sewing and 
knitting clubs. Mra. Harry A. Wii- 
Hams of Whittier, chairman of these 
clubs fer the yearly meeting, re- 
ported thousands of garments, 
sweaters, caps, etc. forwarded to 
Philadelphia, where they are placed 
in the hands of the Red Cross, trans- 
ported by the Red Cross to France 
and redistributed there. 

The entire activities of the Ameri- 


tion work are under the immediate 


direction and control of the Red 
Cross. 


The interests of California 
Friends center largely around Whit- 
tier College, and it is therefore in 
the Whittier community that these 
reconstruction activities are most 
marked. Here the women of the 
church organized early for their 
sewing and knitting. From here also 
went several of the college young 
men to assist in French relief work.

Musicians’ Protective Associa- 

tion will Fine Members .

German music has been 
banned by the Los Angeles 
Musicians’ Protective Asso- 
ciation, Local No. 47, A. F.

EARLY 2000 children of the

The public response was un- 
usually gratifying, each mother hav- 
ing seemed to recognize her patri- 
otic duty in doing everything possi- 
ble for her family. The parents 
are eager for more extensive work 
and demand the establishment of 
Permanent centers throughout the 
county. : 
Of some 500 Japanese children 

examined the test showed them 
healthy in appearance, but not up 
to the Standard of American 
weights. ‘It is noteworthy that 
hardly half of the families have 
anything like an adequate supply 
of fresh milk, and few Japanese 
own cows even though living in the 
country. there is no cnes- 
tion, however, but that the time has 
come seriously to consider what 
shall be done to protect the milk 
supply of our own children. 


FREE CLINICS NEEDED. 


It is noteworthy that in England 
in all of the public schools hot 
lunches are served free, the idea 
being to offset the problem of lack 
of nutrition. This is a practical 
suggestion for our various Parent- 
Teacher Associations to take up. 

Our American babies are far in 
advance of any other race. Never- 
theless the occurrence of defective 
teeth is a sad commentary on the 
intelligence of the authorities. In 
the rural districts prompt dental at- 
tention is difficult to obtain, and 
there are no free clinics or dis- 
pensaries in small country towns 
such as the stccessful perent- 
teacher clinic here. 

There is no question that the 
great saving of children to be made 
this year is a question of nutrition 
and scientific feeding, and the cry- 
ing demand among mothers at this 
time ts for the establishment of per- 
manent centers throughout the 
county where educational work 1. 
relation to nutrition can at once be 
made available. The campaign is 
being waged in the name of the 
government, and is no private drive 
carried on by a particular organ- 
tat ion.

Some.of the most unusual 
sponse to the movement has 
from the Japanese residents of the 
county, of whom there are esti- 
mated to be more than 30,000. 
Through the Japanese -Association 
of this city and the assistance of 
Dr. James Hara, a Japanese gradu- 
ate of a Southern California medi- 
cal college, about twelve conferences 
have been held in the rural districts 
at which over 500 Japanese chi'- 
dren with their parents were in at- 
tendance. Undoubtedly these little 
ones with proper Americanization 
efforts will quickly absorb our na- 
tional spirit, and they deserve our 
best efforts. Unfortunately the 
parents speak but little English and 
know but little about American 
foods. 

The infant mortality rete among 
the Japanese is far higher than 
among the American babies, and 
it is along this line that active work 
will have ta be done, for the ac- 
complishment of which pudlie co- 
operation is necessary. The Japa- 
nese Association has promised 
financial support for a Japanese 
nurse, and Dr. Hara has volunteered

Now is the time for the taxpayers of 
Southern California, who made Stephens’s 
victory possible, to demand of him that he 
seize the present opportunity to help rid 
the State of the thraldom of so many fat 
and idle commissions. Most of them were 
framed for political purposes only. Their 
reason to be has disappeared, but they are 
still hanging on like dead limbs to a tree. 
The Times has pointed out repeatedly that 
these superfluous commissions are an un- 
justifiable drain on the State treasury, and 
that the commissioners injure business and 
industry much more than they help. But

Against What seemed to be insur- 
mountable odds, Montavilie Flowers 
defeated Charles H. Randail for the 
Republican nomination for Congress 
in the Ninth District. Now it ap- 
pears that the Monrovia author-

put up a strong fight, and it is the 
Plain duty of the 100 per cent. 
Americans to use double the et- 
forts they made in the primary 
campaign.

needs for army officers.

Dr. Evans, “Occidental College,

Under the 
new system the student will entet

WAR SHOWS VALUE. 


ARMY ENGINEER WRITES 
CHAMBER OF COMMERCE OF 
EXPERIENCE IN FRANCE,

Interesting sidelights on France, 
not idéntified with the fighting, came 
yesterday in a letter to the Cham- 
ber of Commerce from Capt. Frank 
W. Harris, Co. B. Five Hundred and 
Seventeenth Engineers, A. E. T. 
Before entering the army and 
serving in France, Capt. Harris fol- 
lowed his professicn in Washington 
and is a pioneer advocate of good 
highways along the Pacific Coast. He 
hes often pointed to the good roads 
‘system cf Southern California as an 
inspiration to other sections of the 
country. In his letter he says in re- 
lation to roads: 
“France is literally a network of 
first-class roads, They radiate in ali 
directions. There are no roads that 
can be called strictly military reads, 
as the French do not use any one 
particular road. The average width 
of hard surface is about twenty feet, 
and then there is a wide dirt shoul- 
der on each side. The roads are 
nearly all water-bound macadam, but 
very strongly bullt. They carry the 
heavy artillery very easily. 
“The ditches on the side are much 
larger than with us, Of course, rain- 
fall and local conditions govern the 
size of the ditches. The stone 
the road is very durable and la 
has been very cheap, with the re- 
sult that good roads are everywhere. 
However, I can clearly see that we 
shall have much better success in 
meeting our road problems in our 
own way. 
“Until the day cf disarriament 
comes, we must consider the protec- 
tion of our coast, simply as an in- 
surance policy—a policy which we 
shall gladly cancel if our neighbors 
will do the same. Roads and rat. 
reads in war are nearly everything. 
We cannot have tco many good 
roads along the border. If we had 
twenty parallel roads, they would 
7 be jammed in the event of war.

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Motor Privers Wanted. 

The Red Cross has received or- 
ders from Paris headquarters to 
enroll 300 women motor drivers for 
overseas service.

Injunction Order. | 


Declares Insurgent Body has 
Taken its Name. 


Dispute to be Threshed Out in 
Court on Friday. 


new chapter Vas written ves- 
terday in the troubles of the 
Canadian Society of Southern Call- 
fornia, when Judge Works in the 
Superior Court, granted a tempor- 
ary injunction closing up until next 
Friday at least, a rival “Canadian 
Society of Southern California, In- 
corporated.”’ Jacob F. Amberger, 
who was one of the fofiinders of the 
original society, but dropped in 
June gs its president, is named as 
one of the organizers of the new 
insurgent society, and the officers of 
the original gociety, who yesterday 
secured the temporary restraining 


order, declare, in effect, that Am- 
berger’ has kidnaped the name of 
thé original society, taking advan- 
tage of the fact that the original 
body wak not incorporated. 

The injunction was a double- 
barreled affair which at the same 
time put out of business yesterday 
afternoon, until further notice, the 
“Canadian War Relief Society,” of 
which Miss Sadie Amberger, Mr. 
Amberger’s sister, is president. This 
organization has headquarters and 
workrooms at No. 445-447 South 
Main street. Mrs. George L. Bar- 
rett was in charge of these when 
the injunction papers were served 
on her yesterday afternoon, and she 
announced that the rooms were 
closed and would remain closed next 
week. Former President Amberger 
was also in the rooms when the in- 
junction notice was served. 

 AMBERGER'S SIDE. 

He sald: 

“I shall be in court next Friday, 
the time set for a hearing on the ques- 
tion of making the injunction per- 
manent to defend our action in incor- 
porating the Canadian Society of 
Southern California. I am glad of 
this opportunity to thresh out the 
entire matter before a court. I feel 
that I am still rightfully president 
of the society, and that if the wishes 
of the members were consulted I 
would be sustained. 

“I was expelled simply because I 

approved of the war work activities 
of my sister, who desired to see the 
society active in giving the Cana- 
dians of this city an opportunity to 
do real war work.” , 
The application for the injunction 
by President Harry Gear- 
F. A. Hatheld, W. G. Duff, G. 
Campbell, W. A. F. Haight 
and Francis D. Adams, the latter, 
secretary and counsel. Besides Mr. 
Amberger, the defendant members 
of the new society, which wag in- 
corporated on August 23, include 
George I. Barrett, C. H. Shaper, 
Charles H. Stewart and Charles R. 
Graves, and the defendants of the 
unincorporated Canadian War Re- 
lief Society include also Miss Sadie 
Amberger and Mrs. George L. Bar- 
rett. 


WHAT ADAMS SAYS. 

Secretary Adams, who as counsel 
filed the petition and secured the tem- 
porary restraini order, said: 

“We expelled Amberger be- 
cause of his encouraging duplica- 
tion of war work which is being 
done well by the British Ambu- 
lance, our own Ladies’ Circle and 
other war work organizations. We 
ask the court to declare illegal the 
Amberger meorporsted society 
which has taken our name, and we 
object and want stopped the ac- 
tivities of these defendants in faise- 
ly using the name of our society, 
giving the impression that it is our 
society which they represent.” . 

The injunction petition recites the 
history of the organization by - 
dians of the society in 1915, and 
carries the narrative up through the 
uncompleted application for articles 
of incorporation on January 30, 
1917, and tells of the exciting events 
beginning on July 10, of this year, 
when the board of directors asked 
Mr. Amberger to resign. Upon his 
refusal, the petition stat the 
board unanimously (with the excep- 
tion of Amberger) did by vote expel 
Amberger as president and did also 
expel Miss Sadie Amberger and Mrs. 
George L. Barrett. The petition 
tells of the troublous meeting at 
the Gamut Club on July 16, when 
the members did, by a large ma- 
jority, signify their approval of and 
confidence in the action of the said 
board of directors.” . 

Mr. Amberger holds that the ma- 
jority of the members did not ap- 
prove of what was done to him and 
it was during his protests and the 
excitement that Miss Am- 
berger telephoned for a policeman, 
but the members cooled down and 
the meeting ended with a dance, 
while the policeman: looked on.

Blythe City Official Comes to Look 
for Thousand Men and Women 
to Work in Palo Verde Valicy. 


F. A. Lorton, City rk of the 
town of Blythe, was im Los Angeles 
yesterday to get 1000 men and wom- 
en to pick the fine crop of cotton 
on 12,000 acres in Palo Verde 
Valley. The picking searmn will 
last from the 15th inst. to Febru- 
ary. and the growers have agreed 
to pay $1.50; per 100 pounds of 
short staple and $2.00 for Durango 
| cotton, 

The Palo Verde cotton crop is 
excellent in quality this year, and 
the yield is heavy. The growers 
estimate that the average yield will 
be not. less than a bale to an acre, 
and possibly more than a bale. 

Mr. Lorton says that suitably ar- 
ranged tents make comfortable 
housing Quarters, and the growers 
furnish fuel and water. Inex- 
perienced pickers can earn, he says, 
$3 to $4 a day, and some of the 
most rapid pickers earn as high as 
$8 dax.

Preserving Eggs. 

Eggs preserved now mean a su next 
winter when they may reach ex ly high 
prices. Late summer is not too eaMy to 


preserve eges, but care must be taken that 
they are strictly fresh. Two methods of 
preserving gs are recommended by spe- 


clalists of the United States Department ot 
Agriculture. 

One, the water glass ö is dgscribed 
as follows: 


Use one quart of sodium silicate to nine 
quarts of water that has been boiled and 
cooled. Place the mixture in a five-galloh 
crock or jar. This will be sufficient to pre- 
serve fifteen dozen eggs: and the quantity 
needed to preserve a larger number of eggs 
will be in proportion. 

First, select a five-gallon k und clean 
it thoroughly, after which should be 
scalded and allowed to dry. 

Second, heat a quantity of water to the 
boiling point and allow it to eool. 

Third, when cool, measure out nine quarts 
of Water, place it in the crock, and add one 
quart of sodium silicate, stirring the mix- 
ture ¢ ly. 
Fourth, place the eggs in the solution. Be 
very careful to allow at least two inches of 
the solution to cover the eggs. 

Fifth, place the crock containing the pre- 
served eggs in a cool, dry place, well cov- 
ered to prevent evaporation. Waxed paper 
covered over and tied around the top of the

in greatly varying degrees. In bolting flour 
to make it white a large proportion of the 
minerals is removed. Some foods are 
greatly deficient, or entirely lacking in cer- 
tain mineral elements. As, for instance, 
neither fish nor cocoanuts contain iron 
Walnuts contain no sulphur or silicon or 
chiorine. Almonds contain no silicon or 
chlorine, and lentils contain no sulphur or 
silicon. White flour is low in all mineral 
contents, ahd is entirely lacking in sulphur, 
silicon and chlorine, a small proportion of 
each of these minerals being found in 
wheat, 1 

Foods that are especially rich in the min- 
eral elements are the green leaves and 
roots, such as cabbage, spinach, lettuce, wa- 
tercress, radishes, etc. They must be eaten 
raw to obtain the medicinal effects, as ‘in 
cooking the mineral is to a great extent 
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changed into the inorganic form in which 
form, as above explained, it cannot be util- 
ized by the animal system. 

It should be added that not only are the | 
mineral contents of food semoved or 
changed in the bolting of four and in cook- 
ing—especially discarding the water ia 
which vegetables are cooked—but they are 
also greatly lessened when the soil does 
not contain sufficient of the mineral ele- 
ments.
